DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant is advised to proofread all claims for clarity. For example, in claims such as 
claim 1, is the intent really a two-step assay, involving a sequence determination followed by a 
drug sensitivity test, or is the intent really a one-step assay where the sequence at the recited 
codon used to indicate drug sensitivity? If a two-step assay is truly intended, what is the point of 
evaluating the nucleic acid sequence, since the drug sensitivity test alone will accomplish the 
stated purpose of the assay? In claims such as claim 17, is the mutation in codon 88 part of the 
patient-derived segment, or is it in addition to the patient-derived segment? In claims such as 
claim 21, how can one compare activity in the absence of any drug to the activity in the absence 
of any drug? 

Election/Restriction 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

(I) method evaluating nucleic acid sequence at specific codons. 

(II) method using resistance test vector. 
The claimed mutations are: 

(a) codon 88 

(b) codon 82 

(c) codon 90 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
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held to be allowable. Currently, claims 29 and 71 are semi-generic, in that they involve assay 
species II, but do not require a specific mutation. No claims are fully generic. 

To assist applicant in choosing species, the clams fall into species as follows: 

la, claims 1-12 

lb, claims 22-44, 68-70 

lc, claims 45-70 

II, generic, claims 2 1 , 79 

Ila, claims 13-20 

lib, claims 71, 72, 75 

lie, claims 73-78 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.

may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

The two assays are seen as patentably distinct, because they use different materials and 
different active steps. The three mutations are seen as patentably distinct, because each causes a 
different structural alteration in the protease, with different biological effects. The searches for 
the two assays are not coextensive, and the searches for the mutations are not coextensive. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 
CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
